No 
one is or will be authorized to pre- 
sent my name to the convention and 
I request my friends not to embar- 
rass ine by their support.” 

This came just as it seemed there 
was a definite movement by the op- 
position to Charles Curtis to center 
on the Chicago diplomat, financier 
and politician. 

Leaders in the Texas delegation, 
unaware that Dawes had spoken, 
indorsed him as President Hoo- 
ver’s running mate. The Iowa del- 
egation voted to support him as 
did Montana and Wisconsin.

James R. Garfield of Ohio heads 
the first; Albert W. Jefferies of 
Omaha, Neb., the latter. They will 
try to report tomorrow. The 
platform meeting probably will last 
all night. The convention itself 
plans two Wednesday sessions, one 
at 11 a. m. and one at 4 p. m. 


As it emerged in the early morn- 
ing hours from a conference ex- 
traordinary of convention chiefs, 
the compromise plank on the one 
big convention issue favors sub- 
mission of a new amendment, giv- 
ing the states the right to decide 
for themselves and promising Fed- 
eral co-operation with those that 
want to be dry. It would not rec- 
ommend whether such an amend- 
ment be ratified or rejected. 

That everything is not entirely 
lovely for administration desires in 
this convention was amply demon- 
strated yesterday by the delegates 
from Massachusetts. William N.

000 spectators besides in the three 
steep terraces of its circling gal- 
leries.

Chief Gerk First to Sign Prom- 
ising 10 Pct. of Pay 
for Charity. 


Subscription blanks, pledging 
members of the Police Depart- 
ment to give one-tenth of their 
pay to the Citizens’ Committee on 
Relief and Employment, were sent 
to all police, stations today by 
Chief of Police Gerk. The Chief 
and his secretary, Joseph W. Mil- 
ler Jr., were the first to sign the 
blanks. 

The pledges take effect tomor- 
row, and continue through the fis- 
cal year 1932-33, which ends next 
April. 

All policemen and other mem- 
bers of the department making 
more than $1000 a year are asked 
to sign the pledges, with the un- 
derstanding that no cut in the po- 
lice salaries, fixed by State law, 
is to be proposed for the period of 
the pledges. Pay of city employes, 
including the Fire Department, 
has been cut 10 per cent by ordi- 
nance, for the fest of the fiscal 
year. 

The payments made under the 
pledges will go to the Citizens’ 
Committee for emergency unem- 
ployment relief work, and will 
take the place of equal amounts 
which the city might otherwise be 
asked to appropriate; thus the 
pledge plan will have the same 
practical effect as the voluntary

~ EXPECTED THURSDAY 


Many Movings to Cause Big 
Enrollment; Little Change 
in Total Likely. 


Although 175,000 to 100,000 
Names are expected to be added 
to the lists of registered voters in 
the supplementary registration 
Thursday. there may be little, if 
any, net increase in the number of 
voters. 

This is the forecast of Miss Em- 
ma J. Bobb, new chairman of the 
Election Board an enced 
observer of electorial matters. 
There are 288,205 voters register- 
ed now. Miss Bobb believes remov- 
als from the city and other reasons 
will cause as many names, or near- 
ly as many, to be stricken from the 
poll lists in the forthcoming re- 
vision as will be added on Thurs- 
day. 

In the comparable supplemen- 
tary registration in the summer of 
1928, there were, 65,889 names 
added before revision. There was 
considerable interest in the 1928 
primary campaign, but the primary 
did net involve action by the people 
on the keenly fought presidentiai 
race of that year. This year, Miss 
Bobb thinks, the country’s eco- 
nomic plight and the issues it has 
raised, will cause an increased de- 
sire to participate in the primary. 

Thursday's registration is for 
persons who have moved since 
registering previously, or who have 
come of age, or who have other- 
wise become eligible to vote and 
are not registered. If the estimate 
of 76,000 to 100,000 registrations 
proves correct, a new record of 
volume for a supplementary regis- 
tration will be set. 

Open 8 A. M. to 9 P. M. 
Polling places in the 670 pre- 
cincts will be open from 8 a. m. to 
9 p. m. Only the four judges will 
be on duty in each precinct, the 
two clerks being dropped for this 
occasion as an economy measure. 
However, the clerks have been in- 
structed to call at the polling 
places between 8:45 and 9 p. m. 
Thursday to obtain verification 
books for use in their canvass for 
revision. 

One reason for heavy regiatra- 
tion will be the fact that the de- 
pression has forced many persons 
to move and many families to“dou- 
ble up” in their living accommoda- 
tions. Proof of this conditioa was 
found in the large percentage of 
the 4020 precinct election officials 
who have moved since their services 
were-used last. 

Another reason is the fact that 
many large industrial concerns are 
urging their employes to register, 
so that they may have a voice in 
the Government. Miss Bobb said 
the Public Service Co. was urging 
its 4200 workers to register. “he 
Chamber of Commerce is calling 
on its members to have their em- 
ployes register. 

Expects Heavy Primary Vote.

Chamber of Commerce Man 
Figures Additional Assessments 
on Small Incomes. 
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New Federal taxes, contained in 
the revenue bill, and increased 
Federal income tax rates, will in- 
_ erease fifteen-fold the Federal tax 
bill of the person of moderate in- 


come, according to a calculation 
made by M. M. Drake, research di- 


rector of the St. Louis Chamber of 


Commerce. 
As a basis for the estimate, it is 


assumed that the person this year 
paid Federal income tax on $1000 
net income, after having deducted 
exemptions of $3500 for a married 
person, anc $400 for each of two 
children. The tax on $1000, at 1.5 
per cent, with deduction of 25 per 
cent for earned income, was $11.25. 

Next year, when the tax on this 
year’s income will be paid, assum- 
ing the total income to be the 
game, the exemption for a married 
person will be only $2500, there 
will be no deduction for earned in- 
come, and the rate will be 4 per 


gent, making the net amount to be 


taxed $2000, instead of $1000, and 
making the tax $80 instead of 
$11.25. 

To this $80 of income tax, in 
the computation, are added the new 
taxes and expenses imposed by the 
Federal revenue measure. Most of 
these amounts will be paid indi- 
rectly, in small sums, as a part of 
the purchase price of various ar- 
ticles. The largest item computcd 
is $46 in added cost of miscel- 
laneous retail purchases. This is 
based on the estimate that prices 
will be advanced generally by 2 
per cent, and that the average fam- 
fy four spend $2300 a year ip 
miscellaneous retail purchases. 

The summary shows, for next 
year, the following requirements: 
Income taxes, $89; increased cost 
of miscellaneous purchases, $46: 
gasoline taxes, $3.50; lubricating oil 
taxes, $1.20; tires and accessories 
taxes, $5; toilet preparations tax, 
$3: candy and soft drinks tax $7.58: 
electric current tax, 31.25: tele- 
phone and telegraph taxes, $5; ad- 
ditional postage, $5: bank check 
tax, $6; admissions tax, $3.50; total, 
$170.95. 

This total is more than 15 times 


the $11.25 which the same person

Officers of the General Material 
Co. and representatives of striking 
employes met at Chief Gerk’s of- 
fice at Police Headquarters this 
afternoon in an effort to settle the 
strike resulting from a wage dis- 
pute. 

A. C. Butterworth, president; 
and Karl W. Lick, general man- 
ager, represented the company: 
Charles Eisenring. president. and 
Maurice J. Cassidy, secretary, of the 
St. Louis Building Trades Council, 
presented the union side. The 
conference ended at 4:30 after a 
two-hour session. The conferees 
left the building without making 
a statement 

The meeting was arranged by 
Oliver T. Remmers, president of 
the Police Board, and Chief Gerk 
at conferences last night in an ef- 
fort to avert further violence and to 
effect the withdrawal of 120 po- 
licemen from strike duty. 

Not Trying to Dictate. 

“The Police Department is not 
trying to tell these people how to 
settle their strike, and will have no 
part in any arbitration, but, as a 
matter of police duty, Chief Gerk 
and I felt that we sheuld endeavor 
to get the disputants together for 
a conference in the interest of 
public peace,” Remmers explained. 
“We have 120 officers, whose pay 
amounts to $720 a day. on strike 
duty, and these officers are needed 
elsewhere. There has deen too 


much violence in this strike, and 


we are anxious to have the dis- 
pute settied.” 

Remmers said the union leaders 
asserted that the employes were 
locked out by the company May 16, 
following announcement that time 


and a half pay for overtime and 


double time for holiday work would 


be discontinued. 

Conipany officers denied this, ac- 
cording to Remmers, stating that 
the engineers’, laborers’ and chauf- 
feurs unions called a strike after 
having received two weeks’ notice 
that only the regular hourly wage 
scales would be paid for overtime 
and holiday work. The company 
officers intimated that they plan 
to shut down as soon as construc- 
tion now under way is completed, 
unless the strike is settled, Rem- 
mers said. 

Less Than 100 Men Involved. 

The strike, involving less than 
100 union men, has been bitterly | 
fought. The murder of Ben and 
Clarence Dody, father and son, in | 
St. Louis County last Friday was | 
attributed by police to the fact that 
they had taken strike-breaking jobs 
with the General Material Co. | 
Twenty-five union sympathizers | 
were arrested in one day when po- | 
lice charged them with throwing | 
stones and firing ballbearings from 
sling-shots at strikebreakers. Later | 
13 strikebreakers ere arrested and | 
asault warrants were obtained | 
against seven oc them for attacks 
on strikers, who were beaten with 
pick handles. 

The grand jury today voted in- 
dictments charging six men with 
assault to kill in connection with | 
attacks on union men who were 
beaten with pick handles during 
the strike.

DEMOCRACY AT ITS WORST. 

Democracy at its worst was typified in the House 
of Representatives yesterday, when that body, cowed 
into submission by the bonus “army,” voted to con- 
sider the proposal for immediate payment of adjust 
ed compensation. Here is what happens when a mil- 
itant minority, caring nothing for the interests of the 
whole people, makes a concentrated drive for special 
benefits. It is a repetition, different in method but 
identical in principle, with the militant tariff minor 
ity, the militant prohibition minority and numerous 
other blocs which have managed to intimidate Con- 
gress in the past, and to help bring the country to 
its present plight. 

In the Government's present financial condition, 
the bonus demand can be met only by issuing fiat 
money and debasing the currency, or by increasing 
the public debt. It involves the payment of $2,400, 
000,000 to 4 per cent of the population, including 
many thousands who have not asked for it and do not 
need it. This money ts not due until 1945, as was 
clearly understood and agreed upon when the Ad- 
justed Compensation Act was passed in 1924. Certifi- 
cates under that act were issued in the form of paid- 
up insurance policies, and their face value included 
interest up to the date of maturity. Thus, if paid 
in 1924, that interest would never have been added. 
Likewise, the certificates today are not worth the | 
value on their face. 

It seems idle, however, to argue the merits of the 
case or to try to view it as a reasonable question, 
since the campaign for it has no semblance of logic. 
Such sophistries as that the depression will be lifted 
by paying out this money are hardly worth serious 
attention. When Congress liberalized the bonus act 
two years ago to permit the men to borrow 50 per 
cent of their certificates’ face amount, more than a 
billion dollars was distributed, yet the depression is 
still with us in even more intense form. 

If, as seems likely, the House passes this measure, 
there remain only the Senate and the President. The 
President’s veto is certain, but one cannot feel too con- 
fident that a congressional stampede will not override 
it. Then the question: Where will the money be 
obtained? Even if it were ready at hand, the usual 
sequel could be expected: veterans, having spent the 
bonus, would soon be back at Washington for more, 
apparently in the naive belief that Uncle Sam can 
pay out money as magicians draw rabbits out of their 
hats. | 

As things are going now, it is only a question of 
time before bonus and pension grabs drive the coun- 
try to ruin. We are already spending twice as much 
money for veterans as Great Britain, whose casualties 
were infinitely greater than ours, and, at the present 
rate, this sum will be quadrupled in the next 25 
years. Let us stop the raiders before it is too late. 

A MERITED REWARD. 

Whatever the political parties do, there is one or- 
ganization which has shown wisdom in its choice 
of a leader. That is the Navy League, once again to be 
headed by William Howard Gardiner of New York. 
It was Mr. Gardiner, it will be recalled, who last Oc- 
tober accused President Hoover of “abysmal ig- 
norance” in matters pertaining to the navy, 
and declared that he was attempting to “re 
strict, reduce and starve” that branch of the na- 
tional defense. Whereupon, Mr. Hoover rose to 
heights of wrath the like of which he has not touched 
before or since as President. Public apology was de- 
manded. A presidential commission was appointed. 
It investigated. It reported. Mr. Hoover was found 
not guilty. Was Mr. Gardiner squelched? Not by a 
dreadnought. He issued another statement and got 
the whole thing back on the front pages. This was 
what Mr. Gardiner was able to do for a bumptiously 
meddiesome organization, described by an Illinois 
Congressman as a “sales promotion bureau for the 
various armor and munitions makers and for the 
steel, nickel, copper and zinc interests.“ We submit, 
William Howard Gardiner had re-election coming.

WILLIAM C. REDFIELD. 

The death is announced of William C. Redfield, 
Secretary of Commerce under President Wilson. Be- 
fore he was called to the Cabinet, Mr. Redfield, as a 
member of Congress, had won recognition as a tariff 
expert. He had made a substantial success as a 
manufacturer of steel products, but he was one of 
the rare individuals in business at that time who 
held that a high protective tariff was unnecessary. 
In his analysis of production costs, and he spoke, 
of course, from practical experience, he showed that 
the item of labor, notwithstanding the comparatively 
high American wage standard, was proportionately 
low because of the American worker's skill. He fre- 
quently reiterated the economic truism that we can’t 
sell unless we buy. 

The passage of the Payne-Aldrich Tariff Act, in 
direct violation of the party’s platform pledge to re- 
vise the tariff downward, was one of the causes that 
cracked the friendship between Roosevelt and Taft, 
promoted the Progressive revolt of 1912, elected 
Woodrow Wilson, placed Congress in control of the 
Democrats and gave the country the Underwood 
tariff. How that measure ot rational protection might 
have worked can never be known. The World War 
came along to demoralize all the normal agencies of 
trade and industry, and when peace at last returned 
the Republican party was back in power, with the 
authority of public sentiment to re-establish its pol- 
icy of protection. 

How it availed itself of the opportunity is recorded 
in the Fordney-McCumber law, and again in the 
present Hawley-Smoot Act, a new and prohibitive 
scale of protection, notwithstanding the platform 
adopted in 1928 at Kansas City pledged a limited 
revision to assist certain industries which “cannot 
now compete successfully with foreign producers be- 
cause of lower foreign wages and lower cost of liv- 
ing abroad.” 

If Mr. Redfield were denied the privilege of seeing 
his own tariff policy vindicated, he lived long enough 
to see the greed of Grundyism exploded.

FEDERAL JUVENILE 
The bill just signed by President Hoover, author- 
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Drys at Chicago 


By Walter Lippmann. 


CHICAGO, June 14. 

S BETWEEN the Federal office-holders 

and the professional politicians who 

make up the Republican convention and 
the administration in Washington, the re- 
lationship is like an old marriage that 
has become sour and stale. There is not 
any respectable ground for divorce, and it 
would cause much useless inconvenience to 
arrange a separation now. So they are 
holding the family together. Yet nothing 
remains between them of romantic love, nor 
of friendly interest, nor even of the little 
courtesies. 

I have seen just one picture of Mr. 
Hoover in Chicago, and that was an oil 
painting in the back of a store window on 
Michigan boulevard. At the Congress Ho- 
tel, where the- party has its headquarters, I 
have yet to see a single poster or banner 
designed to inspire the Republican hosts 
with Mr. Hoover's countenance. This can- 
not be mere economy. It cannot even be 
parsimony. It must be sheer absent-mind- 
edness, brought on by the dreary necessity 
of going through with an arrangement that 
has lost its charm. 

So far as I can make out, the profes- 
sionals take the view that they can do noth- 
ing here at Chicago to affect the result in 
November.

1 UTILITY ASSAILED 


Witnesses Say! ass Associated Gas 
and Electric Put Hardship 
on Operating sae 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 14.—The 
Federal Trade Commission today 
delved into the wideflung affairs 
of the Associated Gas a nd Elec- 
tric Co., which controls utilities in 
26 states, the Philippine Islands 
and Canada. 

Management fees of the system 
were criticised by S. Davis Wilson, 
Philadelphia lawyer, and Benja- 
min Foster, a stockholder in the 
Florida Public Service Co., a sub- 
sidiary. Foster contended that 
“enormous management fees” im- 
pose great hardship on the opera- 
ting companies. 

Wilson placed in the record a 
complaint filed by Foster in a 
Florida court alleging that since 
1928, under associated manage- 
ment, the Florida company’s oper- 
ating expenses increased from 41.7 
per cent of its total revenue, to 
50.4 per cent in 1930, while labor 
and material costs were declining. 

In 1928, Foster's complaint said, 
fixed charges amounted to $822,- 
311 “under the management and 
control of the company’s proper 
officers and directors.” By 1931, 
the complaint added, these charges 
had increased to $1,084,108 under 
Associated Gas and Electric man- 
agement without a corresponding 
increase of gross revenue. 


HOOVER SIGNS AMENDMENT 
TO CORRECT TAX MEASURE 


Error Would Have Allowed Big 
Companies, That Had Con- 
tracts Escape Excise Levy. . 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 14.— An 
error in the new tax law was recti- 
fied today when President Hoover 
signed an amendment designed to 
collect between $40,000,000 and 
$50,000,000 in excise levies. 

The tax bill, as it passed the 
House, provided that when con- 
tracts not specifying who should 
pay the tax had been made before 
May 1, 1932, for taxable goods not 
actually delivered before June 21, 
1932, the buyer should pay the 
levy. 

The Senate inserted an amend- 
ment, to which the House agreed, 
which would have exempted from 
the tax things bought by persons 
other than dealers—radios, auto- 
mobiles, refrigerators and the like 
purchased on the installment plan 


—provided the contracts were made 


before May 1. 

It was found that the phrase 
“any person other than a dealer” 
would have let large companies, 
such as automobile manufacturers 
which had long-term contracts for 
tires and gasoline, for instance, 
escape the levy until the contracts 
expired. So both the House and 
Senate approved an amendment 
which would let the installment 
purchases continue to remain free 
of the excise taxes but apply them 
to the other buyers on long-term 
contracts. It was this amendment 
which President Hoover approved. 


ALDERMANIC GROUP APPROVES 
$50,000 TAX REVISION FUND 


Estimate Board Expected to Kill 
Appropriation for Assessment 
Equalization System. 

An appropriation of $50,000 to 
start establishment of a tax equali- 
zation system in the Assessor's of- 
fice was approved yesterday by the 
Legislative Committee of the Board 
of Aldermen. It is likely to be 
killed by the Board of Estimate 

and Apportionment. 

In preparing the annual city 
budget the Board of Estimate de- 
cided to allow only $10,000 for the 
beginning of the reform in assess- 
ment methods. Assessor Gehner 
said at least $100,000 would be re- 
quired, so the item was striken out 
altogether. Then Alderman Wimer 
introduced the bill to appropriate 
$50,000. In reply to Wimer, Geh- 
ner told the committee yesterday 
that a start could be made with 
this sum. 

The measure must go to the 
Board of Estimate, where officials 
anticipate it will be voted down, 
due to the city’s economy program.

CHICAGO, June 13. 

S with the men delegates to the 

Republican national convention, 

so with the women, the only 
disturbing question is the wet plank 
in the platform being demanded 
so much more confidently than ever 
before. Loyal Republican women 
would like to evade the troublesome 
issue. Occasionally one hears a 
dry woman admitting that some- 
thing will have to be done about 
it, but until the Administration 
speaks, and it hadn't spoken at this 
writing, that is as much as any 
well organized Republican woman, 
wet or dry, will say. 

Consequently the only lively spot 
where women gathered as the con- 
vention opened was the headquar- 
ters of the Women's Organization 
for Prohibition Reform. At Na- 
tional Committee headquarters, 
where every state is represented by 
a woman selected for distinguished 
service to her party, all, on the sur- 
face, was calm. Mrs. Alvin T. Hert 
of Kentucky, vice chairman, gra- 
cious, expansive, dispensing the 
sort of hospitality for which her 
Bluegrass farm is famous, declared 
she did not think prohibition an 
important issue at this time. Asked 
unequivocally if she was for or 
against it, she dismissed the ques- 
tion with emphasis on the affirma- 
tive, “I am FOR Hoover and Cur- 
tis.” 

Mrs. Ellis A. Yost, director of 
the women’s division of the Nation- 
al Committee, to whom all appeals 
there are directed, was very busy, 
chiefly with arrangements for a 
general meeting of all women del- 
egates which she said would be in 
the nature of a tea at which there 
would be speeches but nothing in- 
volving special interests of women 
or controversial questions was an- 
ticipated. 


E next largest strictly feminine 
headquarters, the League of 
Women Voters, nonpartisan 

though it is, likewise is not assert- 
ing its views on prohibition, nor on 
law enforcement, as it has in the 
past. It has, in the interest of ex- 
pediency, reduced its usually long 
list of measures to four essentials. 
namely, reduction of Government 
costs, direct unemployment relief. 
progress in international co-oper- 
ation for peace and new and bet- 
ter tax and tariff systems.

Resolutions Committee with these 
pieas. Soft pedal the prohibition 
question, seems to be the order 
that has gone out and Republican 
partisans are obedient to orders. 

Senator Fess as chairman of the 
National Committee, presiding over 
a session on State delegation con- 
tests, pounded with his gavel and 
exclaimed, “There is too much or- 
der here.” Then he caught him- 
self: “Disorder, I should say.” It 
seemed to one whose job it is to 
report action, if any, that he was 
right the first time and that un- 
wittingly he sounded the keynote 
of a Republican convention, tradi- 
tionally well bossed and smooth 
running as they are and with this 
one no exception to the rule. And 
so it remains for the repeal wom- 
en to inject what little excitement 
there is. With the arrival of their 
leader, Mrs. Charles Sabin, she, at 
least, had something positive to 
say. 

“The Drys are frightened to 
death.“ she declared. “Suggestions 
on prohibition planks are spring- 
ing up like mushrooms in a field, 
nation-wide polls, substitutes for 
repeal, fantastic metheds of re- 
submission and referenda, enforce- 
ment moratoriums, demands for a 
unified anti-prohibition program 
after repeal and so on. Don't let 
them fool you. They are playing 
for time. Article V of the Consti- 
tution provides for the whole busi- 
ness. 

“The ills of the eighteenth amend- 
ment cannot be treated by poul- 
tices and ointments. They require 
the knife. The Constitution in Ar- 
ticle V provides the methed of 
wielding the knife. Moratoriums 
in enforcement? What else have 
we had for 12 years? And who is

bootleggers and professional drys? 
As for a united program, following 
repeal what would you think of a 
fire department which demanded 
to see your plans for rebuilding 
before putting out the fire in your 
house.

blaze. 

“We have one million women or- 
ganized for repeal, women who are 
members of both parties. If both 
parties adopt wet planks as we 
hope they will, cur next plan is to 
concentrate on congressional] can- 
didates.” 

“If one party plank is wetter 
than the other, what will you do?” 
she was asked. 

“I do not promise, I do not 
threaten to deliver one million 
votes to any one party though our 
men associates are threatening to 
withhold contributions to the weak- 
er side. What we do promise is a 
fight here and now on the conven- 
tion floor if the administration 
plank is not wet enough to suit us. 
However, our first concern is with 
delegates.

Council and others.“

HOUGH in the development of 
insulin medical science has won 
a great victory over diabetes, 
its conquest will not be complete 
until such time as the diabetic suf- 
ferer will be released of the neces- 
eee 
on. 

At present insulin taken by 


mouth does not have any appre- 


ciable effect upon the diabetic con- 
dition, but to prove effective must 
be taken by injection. 

This, as is to be expected, taxes 
the patience of many a diabetic 
sufferer, and science is hard bent 
on discovering a substitute that 
might be taken internally. 

To accomplish this most desired 
aim, it is essential to know the 
chemical nature of insulin. 

At present insulin is secured 
from the pancreas of slaughtered 
animals. If it could be produced 
synthetically, its cost might be low- 
ered and the purity of the substance 
improved and standardized. 

This has been achieved with oth- 
er so-called hormone substances, 
notably with epinephrine, which is 
derived from the suprarenal gland. 
and thyroxine, which Ig produced 
by the thyroid. 

Insulin has been crystallized by 
Abel and in crystal form it is much 
more potent than the original sub- 
stance from which it is derived. 

However, the chemical nature of 
insulin is as yet undetermined. The 
fact that insulin is suspected to be 
a protein makes the problem more 
difficult. 

However, medicine has in the 
past been confronted with even 
more perplexing problems and 
somehow has managed in time to 
solve them, and there is hope that 
it will not fail to solve the riddle 
of insulin. 

In the meantime, however, those 
whose health and life depend upon 
the hypodermic use of insulin 
should adhere strictly to the 
regimen prescribed for them by 
their physician and should not fall 
victims to the false claims made 
for so-called insulin substitutes.
